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Widening Kenilworth Ave. 
Other Issues before Council

Widening of Kenilworth Avenue/Edmonston Road, a city 
solution to the problems caused by construction of a fence 
across a sidewalk, and the final site plan approval for the 
community center were among the issues facing the Greenbelt 
City Council at its Feb. 13 regular meeting. 


USDA HQ 


Although council approved a 
statement opposing the construc- 
tion of a U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) headquart- 
ers complex on the Beltsville Ag- 
ricultural Research Center for 
the Feb. 16 Prince Georges 
County Planning Board hearing, 
it was almost a side issue. Coun- 
cilmember Thomas White report- 
ed that he had recently heard 
that the State Highway Adminis- 
tration (SHA) had formed a fo- 
cus group to begin. discussing the 
widening of Kenilworth Avenue/ 
Edmonston Road from Cherry- 
wood Lane to Muirkirk Road. 
White was disturbed both that the 
city had not been invited to par- 
ticipate and that the USDA 
would be funding the widening 
between Cherrywood and Sunny- 
side, as.part of the shcadguaxt. 
ers project. - 

City Manager Daniel Hobbs 
reported that he had only recent- 
ly learned of the focus group, 
and that so far he had not been 
able to discuss it with anyone 
at SHA. Celia Wilson, Director 
of Planning and Community De- 
velopment, confirmed that the 
widening up to Sunnyside was 
included as a capital project in 
the plan for the headquarters. 

Several councilmembers ridi- 
culed the Environmental Impact 
Statement’s (EIS) claim that 
the widening did not impact wet- 
lands. Wilson noted that no data 
were provided to support that 
contention. The EIS, she said, is 
a frustrating document, riddled 
with inconsistencies and assump- 
tions. 

Neither the county nor the city 
has much leverage. Although 
the federal government agrees to 
conform to some local regulations, 
it is not subject to state or local 





laws. The National Capital Plan- 
ning Commission, not county 
officials, has the power to ap- 
prove the plan. 

In addition to approving the 
statement of opposition, council 
directed Hobbs to seek represen- 
tation on the panel, and named 
White the city’s member. Coun- 
cilmember Rodney Roberts was 
named as alternate. The city 
will also “raise the issue” with 
County Councilmembers Audrey 
Seott and Walter Maloney, the 
state legislative delegation, and 
Congressman Steny Hoyer (al- 
though Wilson had earlier noted

Forestway Sidewalk 

Council approved a _ proposal 
by the Community Relations Ad- 
visory Board (CRAB) to reestab- 
lish continuous public sidewalks 
in the Forestway area, at an esti- 
mated cost of $9,750 (including 
$3,184 in city labor). However, 
council did not identify a source 
of funds for the project. Accord- 
ing to Deputy City Manager Mi- 
chael McLaughlin, the city staff 
is currently working on the legal 
tasks that are involved. If no 
funding is provided in the interim, 
the issue will be considered dur- 
ing next spring’s review of the 
capital improvements budget. 

The issue stems from the 1992 
construction of fences across a 
sidewalk between 9 and 10 For- 
estway. The sidewalk seems to 
have been constructed by a pre- 
vious owner and is completely 
on private land. However, a 
number of citizens complained 
about the lack of access to a 
walkway that had been publicly 
used for years. 

The issue has come _ before 
council a number of times in the 
past. There had been some consi- 
deration of whether the public, 
through the years of use, now 
had a legal right of access. How- 
ever, at the April 25, 1994, reg-

Council to Amend Police 
Take Home Car Policy

At the February 13 City 
Council meeting, the Council a- 
greed to revise the current pol- 
icy for take-home police cars at 
its next meeting, Monday, Feb- 
ruary 27. 

The Council preliminarily ac- 
cepted Chief James Craze’s pro- 
posal that officers who reside 
within a 20 mile radius of Green- 
belt have unlimited use of police 
cruisers so that they would be 
available for emergencies. Pre- 
sently, officers must live in the 
northern half of the County. 
Craze proposed that officers liv- 
ing within the 20 mile radius, 
but outside the northern half of 
Prince Georges County, would 
reimburse the city $20 per pay 
period by automatic payroll de- 
dyction to offset the cost of ex- 
panding the take home program. 

City Manager Dan Hobbs 
proposed that officers who live 
within the radius, but outside the 
county, would reimburse the city 
30c per mile for every mile out- 
side the county. 

John Rodgers, president of the 
Greenbelt FOP said that 12 offic- 
ers live outside the northern 
portion of Prince Georges 
County. Chief Craze, said that 
only seven would benefit by the 
new policy. Craze stated that im- 
posing the 20 mile radius would 
enable off duty officers with criti- 
cal assignments, to respond more 
expeditiously to emergency sit- 
uations. 

According to Councilman Rod- 
ney Roberts, Council is leaning 
in favor of the $20 per pay per-

GHI and APB to Discuss 
Planned Ridge Road Upgrade

Both the Board of Director of Greenelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
and the Greenbelt Advisory Planning Board (APB) are 


reviewing city preliminary plans tojundertake improvments to 
Ridge Road between Eastway and Lastner Lane. 


The GHI board will deal with the 
proposal at its regular meeting this 
Thursday, Feb. 23. Residents from 
44 to 73 courts of Ridge have been 
invited to attend. The Advisory 
Planning Board has scheduled its 
public information meeting for 
Wednesday, March lat8p.m. It will 
be held in the conference room at the 
Greenbelt Police Station at 550 
Crescent Road (corner of Crescent 
and Ridge). The APB asked city 
staff to notify all residents between 
Eastway and Lastner Lane of the 
meeting. The city consulting 
engineers are expected to be present 
between 7 and 8 to answer individual 
questions and explain the plans 
before the meeting. 

For the most part, the improve- 
ments will consist of replacement of 
bad concrete sidewalks, curbs and 
gutters as well as repairs to bad 
pavement. Although the city would 
like to resurface the street, "We don’t 
have enough money in our Capital 

provement Budget,” according to 
city Planning Director Celia Wilson. 
Two sections of the street may come 
in for more extensive improvements: 
east of Laurel Hill Road toward 
Plateau, and the section without 


curbs between Lastner Lane and 


Research Road. 

Substandard Spaces 

The most difficult problem deals 
with what to do about existing 
substandard parking spaces in front 
of 59 and 61 courts on the south side 
of the street and 62 court on the other 
side. Some of these spaces are not 
deep enough, and when full size cars 
park there, they stick out into the 
roadway. The spaces are also very 
close to the front of the homes, and on 
the south side, extend onto GHI 
property. 

The right-of-way width for Ridge 
is 60 feet. To build two standard 
street travel lanes, each 12 feet wide, 
plus 19 foot deep perpendicular 
parking spaces on both sides would 
take up 62 feet. Constructing four- 
foot sidewalks on one or both sides 
would add tothe problem. A further 
complication is that the actual street 
is not centered in the right-of-way, 
the centerline of the street being 
closer to 59 and 61 courts. 

To build within the street right-of- 
way and to provide sidewalks on both 
sides (there is none now on the south 
side) would require eliminating 
perpendicular parking at least on 
the south side. While approximately 
the same number of spaces as exist 
now can be provided between 
Plateau and Laurel Hill, they would 
not be as convenient to the homes. 
"As Is” Alternate 

The engineers have prepared five 
alternate schemes for dealing with 
the problem. Alternate E would 
leave the situation the closest to the 
way itis now. While perpendicular 
parking spaces would be widened to 
standard widths, the 20 spaces on the 
south side would still be too short for 
standard sized cars and would be 
designated compact car spaces. The 
10 spaces in front of 62 court would 
be standard size. There would still 


be 31 parallel parking spaces along 
the north side of the street within the 
block,for a total of 80 spaces. 
(Another 19 perpendicular spaces at 
56 and 58 courts are not affected by 
this alternate.) The sidewalk on the 
north side would remain as is. 
Other Alternates 

Alternate B would build the street 
the way a normal street would be 
designed. There would be two 12 foot 
wide travel lanes and two 8 foot wide 
curbside parpallel parking areas. 
Four foot sidewalks beside the curbs 
on either side would be built. On the 
south side, the walk would be two 
feet from the property line and run 
through the areas now used for 
perpendicular parking. The curb 
line would approximately follow the 
existing curb line. 

On the north side, the sidewalk 
would be in about the same place as 
the existing sidewalk, although the 
alignment is changed and is farther 
away in front of the homes. This 
alternate would provide 73 standard 
parking spaces in the block, a loss of 
seven. Also, where 30 cars can now 
be parked directly in front of homes, 
only about 16 cars could park there if 
this plan were to be built. 

Alternate A replaces the 
perpendicular parking with parallel 
on the south side of the street, but 
provides 28 compact car spaces on 
the opposite side. Parallel parking 
along the north side would be 
eliminated. A sidewalk would not be 
built on the south side. A walk on the 
north side would be relocated 
slightly. The travel lanes would each 
be 12 feet wide. There would be 
enough room on the north side for a 
four foot bicycle lane in those areas 
where perpendicular parking was 
not provided. Total spaces for the 
entire block would be 79. 

No parking along the south side of 


the street and perpendicular 


parking for standard size cars along 
the other side for the entire block is 
proposed in alternate C. There would 
be sidewalks on both sides, the one on 
the north side being in about the 
same place as the existing one. 
Travel lanes would be 11 feet wide. 
Total spaces for the block would be 
80 


Alternate D is similar to Alternate 
C except that all 81 parking spaces 
would be for compact cars, narrowing 
the street width by two-and-a-half 
feet and pulling the sidewalk on the 
north side farther from the homes. 

At New Homes 

In this area, it is proposed that the 
city widen the road by constructing 
paved parking shoulders and 
entrances. Wilson said that the plans 
are not far enough along to deter- 
mine the design of the driveway 
entrances or what would be done to 
improve drainage. On the north 
side, the grade is quite flat and water 
flows in an ill defined ditch. On the 
southside, the water flows off the 
street onto the adjacent properties. 

When Grenbelt residents coopera- 
tively purchased and subdivided 
large lots to build new homes for 
themselves, the city council waived

GEAC Studies Future Plans

The Hanover Parkway Master Plan was the primary 
topic for discussion at the February meeting of the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Committee (GEAC) held at Wind- 
sor Green. New GEAC officers, elected in January, presi- 
ded over the meeting. GEAC officers for 1995 include: 


Margaret Powell, Chair; 


Jim Hartman, Secretary; and Charlene MacAdams, 


surer. 

' Greenbelt City Planner Celia 
Wilson presented the latest in- 
formation on the status of Green- 
brook Liake and the Hanover 
Parkway Master Plan. In addi- 
tion to Wilson, Mayor Antoin- 
ette “Toni” Bram and city coun- 
cilmembers J Davis, Ed Putens 
and Tom White were in attend- 
ance. 

Wilson’ presented tthe final 
plan for the1.3 acre Greenbrook 
Lake project that features mini- 
mal wetlands impact. A _ riser 
structure is planned that would 
allow water to be released in 
flood conditions. Also related to 
flooding is a concern that WSSC 
may place some restrictions on 
the plan since WSSC sewer lines 
are located in the flood area. 
Questions remain on how existing 
trails might be linked to the 
planned lake access path. The 
plan now goes to the county, and 
the city hopes that a contract 
for construction will be issued 
before the end of June. 


Hanover Parkway 

Most of the February GEAC 
meeting consisted of discussion 
on the Hanover Parkway Master 
Plan and the status of various 
improvements discussed at earli- 
er meetings. Wilson reviewed 
the present condition of Hanover 
Parkway, which varies in condi- 
tion from commercial to rural 
based on the numbers of lanes. 
One of the concerns of GEAC 
members was the lack of street 
lights from Greenway 
south to Good Luck Road and 
the incomplete sidewalk system. 


Three areas are to be worked 
om along Hanover Parkway in 
the coming months. First, at 
the exit of Greenway Shopping 
Center on Hanover Parkway and 
Greenbelt Road, the city suggests 
limiting access to the entrance 
to allow for the high volume of 
traffic making a left turn onto 
Greenbelt Road. Wilson presented 
a plan to GEAC that would nar- 
row the median from 12 feet to 
four feet and block the median 
for access into the shopping cen- 
ter. GEAC members instead 
suggested trying an alternative 
plan with flexible poles to re- 
route traffic to keep the entrance 
accessible by residents of Green- 
belt East while ensuring the safe- 
ty of motorists and adequate 
traffic flow. 


The second area to be consid- 
ered is the improvements planned 
for the English Country Manor 
development. The developer had 
been required to widen Hanover 
Parkway ‘to two travel lanes in 
each direction, along with turn 
lanes, curbs, gutters and side- 
walks. The city, according to 
Wilson, will propose a fee in lieu 
of an arrangement that would al- 
low for other capital improve- 
ments. such as sidewalks and 
street lights along the length of 
Hanover Parkway. If the devel- 
oper was planning for these road 
improvements in the spring, the 
city may be able to move ahead 
with the fee in lieu of arrange- 
ment at that time. 

The final project discussed was 
the city’s plan to create islands 
along the Hanover Parkway sec- 
tion mear the Greenspring de- 
velopment as in the original 
Greenbelt plan that now exists 
along Soutnway.

enforce a legal right of way 
would be very expensive. 

CRAB’s approach was to try 
to find a solution among the 
property owners in the area. 
Under the agreement they de- 
vised, the city would construct a 
new sidewalk on land to be deed- 
ed (or an easement granted) to 
the city by the owner of 9 For- 
estway and by the Greenbelt 
Community Church. This will re- 
quire the city to relocate an ex- 
isting wooden fence for the pro- 
perty owner. The city will as- 
sume all maintenance responsi- 
bilities, including snow removal, 
plus assume liability for the 
sidewalk. 

Council unanimously approved 
the plan, although Councilmem- 
ber Rodney Roberts objected to 
council’s earlier failure to fight 
in court to establish legal access 
to the walkway. Councilmem- 
ber Edward Putens disagreed, 
saying that the city now has a 
solution instead of a painful 
fight.

leased space in the District. The 
1600 or so affected employees 
currently work within’ easy 
walking distance of one Metro 
station or another. The site the 
Agriculture Department has 
chosen is on BARC property just 
off Sunnyside Ave. This project 
requires an entirely new infra- 
structure, which includes’ the 
widening of Kenilworth Ave., 
Sunnyside Ave., Rte. 1, and Rhode 
Island Ave., a new storm water 
management system, and a 900- 
car parking lot. Clearly, this 
will cost millions of taxpayers’ 
dollars. Not only that, the plan- 
ners obviously expect 900 em- 
ployees (Metro riders) to drive 
to work. 


There is a better way. The 
Greenbelt Metro Station has a 
3000-car parking lot, more than 
two thirds of which is empty 
every day. According to Green- 
belt city officials, the parking lot 
was actually designed as a build- 
ing pad. In fact, as reported in 
a Metro Marketing Study, the 
site could have a capacity of up 
to 1.5 million square feet of of- 
fice .space.
